Available  with  this  lot  are  xerox  copies  of  certain  documents 
which  remain  in  the  hands  of  Charles  E.  Barber’s  descendants.  These 
papers  include  William  Barber’s  appointment  as  Engraver  to  the 
Mint,  signed  by  President  Andrew  Johnson  and  W.  H.  Seward, 
Charles’s  own  appointment  to  the  same  post  signed  by  President 
Rutherford  B.  Hayes,  David  Proskey’s  acid  comment  on  the  Saint- 
Gaudens  coins  and  Edith  Barber  Moseley’s  summary  of  the  family 
views  on  Saint-Gaudens  work,  and  finally  a letter  from  Woodrow 
Wilson,  shortly  after  his  election  as  President,  replying  to  Barber’s 
request  for  a working  photograph.  This  latter  request  is  clearly  in 
connection  with  the  preparation  of  an  Inaugural  medal. 


The  History  of 

The  Charles  E.  Barber  Specimen 
of  The  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  Double  Eagle 

Charles  E.  Barber  has  left  a name  to  reckon  with  in  the  history  of  United 
States  coinage.  Born  in  London,  he  was  a medallic  and  numismatic  artist  of 
the  utmost  distinction  who  enjoyed  a career  of  almost  fifty  years  in  the 
service  of  the  Mint  in  Philadelphia.  During  a greater  part  of  this  time  he  was 
Chief  Engraver  having  succeeded  his  father  in  1880.  At  the  very  end  of  his 
career  he  suffered  a stunning  blow  to  his  personal  selfesteem.  The  coin  being 
offered  here  is  the  symbol  and  souvenir  of  that  experience. 

Barber’s  name  is,  of  course,  quite  familiar  to  anyone  interested  in 
collecting  United  States  coins,  if  only  because  of  his  classic  laureate  head  of 
Liberty  that  adorned  the  Half  Dollar,  Quarter  and  Dime  from  1892  to  1916. 
Working  sometimes  alone  and  sometimes  with  his  assistant,  George  T. 
Morgan  (of  Morgan  Dollar  fame),  his  output  was  extensive.  To  his  credit  he 
has  also  the  Columbian  Exposition  Half  and  Quarter  Dollars,  the  Washing- 
ton-Lafayette  Dollar  and  the  1915  Panama  Pacific  Quarter  Eagle  and  Half 
Dollar,  to  name  only  a few. 

As  can  be  seen  from  the  coins  just  mentioned.  Barber’s  talents  were  fully 
in  accord  with  the  tastes  of  his  time  and  perhaps  also  with  those  of  his  father’s 
generation.  But  however  we  may  react  today  to  his  designs  they  also  reflected 
other  influences  not  visible  to  the  public.  It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  Barber 
was  above  all  a numismatic  sculptor.  By  this  we  mean  that  he  was  intimately 
familiar  with  the  process  of  modern  coin  production  and  the  practical 
limitations  which  the  technical  requirements  of  steel  dies  and  high  speed 
coining  presses  imposed  on  the  artist.  This  knowledge  was  gained  during  his 
long  years  at  the  Mint.  While  others  may  have  understood  the  nature  of  the 
problems  academically.  Barber  had  more  first  hand  experience  than  almost 
anyone  else  in  the  profession. 

Such  was  the  man  who  suffered  the  strange  experience  of  facing  both  the 
20th  Century  and  the  final  years  before  retirement  during  the  administra- 
tion of  the  dynamic  President  Theodore  Roosevelt.  The  combination  of 
circumstances  were  such  that  Barber  unexpectedly  suffered  a blow  to  his 
prestige  and  artistic  stature  that  could  hardly  have  been  foreseen,  the 
President  reached  outside  the  Government  service  and  chose  Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens,  a personal  friend,  to  redesign  the  Eagles  and  Double  Eagles. 

In  itself  the  use  of  an  artist  outside  the  Mint  was  not  particularly 
unusual.  There  had  been  ample  precedent  in  years  past.  But  these  men  had 
worked  in  a period  when  medallic  artists  were  much  more  common  than  they 
had  since  become.  Saint-Gaudens  was  not  a medallic  artist.  His  fame  rested 
on  huge  monumental  works  of  sculpture  that  still  adorn  many  parks  from 
New  England  to  Washington,  D.C.  One  of  his  most  successful  efforts  in  this 
genre  can  be  seen  in  New  York’s  Central  Park  where  the  Civil  War  General 
Sherman  is  memorialized  sitting  on  his  horse  and  led  onward  by  a classically 
draped  Nike,  a lady  whose  name  was  certainly  unfamiliar  to  the  stern 
soldier.  It  is  true  that  the  artist  had  also  the  obverse  of  the  Columbian 
Exposition  medal  and  several  bronze  portrait  plaques  to  his  credit,  but  these 
small  though  distinguished  works  could  hardly  have  prepared  him  for  coping 
with  the  problems  presented  by  the  production  of  circulating  coins. 

President  Roosevelt,  like  other  members  of  his  family,  was  not  inhibited 
in  forming  opinions  about  which  he  was  only  minimally  informed.  In  this 
instance  he  was  dazzled  by  the  idea  of  making  U.S.  coins  the  equals  of  the  best 
numismatic  products  of  Ancient  Greece.  He  chose  Saint-Gaudens  as  a fit

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means  to  realize  this  splendid  dream.  As  it  happened,  neither  the  President 
not  the  artist  had  any  real  idea  about  how  coins  were  made  in  the  20th 
century,  as  distinct  from  the  methods  used  by  the  Greeks.  One  of  the  end 
products  of  the  artist’s  efforts  is  the  now  Double  Eagle  with  a striding  lady  on 
the  obverse  and  a rendition  of  Gobrecht’s  flying  eagle  on  the  reverse. 
Presidential  intervention  did  Saint-Gaudens  no  service  by  insisting  that  his 
Greek  head  of  Nike  reserved  for  the  Ten  Dollar  gold  piece  be  adorned  with  an 
improbable  Plains  Indian  feathered  bonnet.  Both  coins  were  designed  in  a 
high  relief  that  the  Greeks  would  have  recognized  as  quite  natural. 

So  the  blow  to  Barber’s  feelings  stemmed  not  so  much  from  the 
employment  of  another  artist  to  create  the  most  distinguished  coins  in  the 
U.S.  series  as  it  did  with  the  actual  choice  of  Saint-Gaudens  himself  and  the 
designs  he  produced.  Above  all,  he  had  every  reason  to  feel  that  the  artist  was 
simply  not  qualified  to  design  coins.  The  subsequent  upheavals  in  connection 
with  producing  the  pieces  indicates  that  he  was  probably  right. 

To  criticize  Barber,  as  some  did,  for  being  too  old  fashioned  in  his 
approach  to  coin  designing  is  neither  entirely  realistic  nor  quite  fair.  For  one 
thing  his  Presidential  and  Assay  medals  show  a much  greater  freedom  and 
plasticity  than  his  coins.  Here  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  medals  served 
an  entirely  different  function  from  pieces  intended  to  circulate  as  money. 

In  the  end  it  appears  to  be  only  at  Barber’s  personal  intervention  that  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  was  able  to  strike  the  new  coin.  To  produce  the  designs  of 
Saint-Gaudens  as  actual  coins  required  that  the  dies  be  recut  and  the  relief 
drastically  lowered.  This  incensed  the  artist’s  family,  who  blamed  poor 
Barber.  Barber,  on  the  other  hand,  believed  that  only  his  personal  help  had 
made  it  possible  to  strike  the  coins  at  all. 

Although  they  have  since  been  praised  for  their  beauty,  the  public 
response  to  the  pieces  was  not  universally  favorable.  The  numismatic 
community  seemed  to  be  on  Barber’s  side.  The  well  known  David  Proskey, 
long  a power  in  the  collecting  world,  clearly  understood  the  nature  of  the 
problem.  On  December  12, 1907  he  wrote  to  the  Mint,  "It  is  most  unfortunate 
that  the  capable  engravers  of  this  Mint  should  not  have  furnished  designs  for 
the  new  $10  and  $20  pcs.,  instead  of  allowing  a person  wholly  unversed  in 
coin  die  sinking  or  designing  to  have  foisted  such  abominable  productions 
upon  us  — nobody  can  really  say  aught  in  favor  of  these  coins  except  that  they 
contain  the  real  value  in  metal,  and  that  was  beyond  the  control  of  the 
egotistical  St  Gaudens.” 

The  feelings  of  Barber  and  his  family  v/ere  expressed  by  his  daughter, 
Mrs.  Edith  B.  Moseley.  Many  years  later  she  commented,  "The  original 
attempt  I to  strike  Saint-Gaudens  Double  Eagles  I was  an  utter  failure  and  the 
whole  thing  would  have  had  to  be  abandoned  if  my  Father  had  not  stepped 
into  the  breach,  and  after  long  exhausting  effort,  made  it  possible  to  strike 
tbe  gold  coins;  but  the  awkwardness  of  the  whole  design  was  impossible  to 
keep,  and  tbe  coins  have  never  found  favor.” 

The  Saint-Gaudens  Double  Eagle  being  offered  here  is  Charles  E. 
Barber’s  own  specimen  of  the  coin  he  disliked  so  much  and  which,  neverthe- 
less, he  saw  it  as  his  duty  to  help  bring  to  life.  Tbe  piece  is  breathtakingly 
sharp  and  in  a virtually  flawless  state  of  preservation.  As  the  great  Barber’s 
own  personal  specimen  it  can  also  be  classified  as  a coin  with  a history  hard  to 
equal.  It  remained  in  the  family  after  his  death  and  is  now  being  made 
available  by  his  granddaughters  to  the  lucky  new  owner.
